FINAL JUDGMENT 
NOT YET ENTERED 


Legality of Collecting $10,- 
000,000 in Excess Pre- 
miums, of Which Com- 
panies Got Lion’s Share, 
Never Established.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 8&— 
The State Insurance Department, 
it was learned authoritatively to- 
day, is looking into the possibility 
of reopening the Federal Court 
case at Kansas City in which the 
notorious O'Malley compromise of 
fire insurance rates was made. 

This may be done through a mo- 
tion by Ray B. Lucas, State Su- 
perintendent of Insurance, to have 
the whole transaction set aside as 
fgaudulent. The plea might be 
made that the circumstances of the 
compromise, as disclosed by the 
indictment at Kansas City yester- 


day of Boss Thomas J. Pendergast 
and former Insurance Superintend- 
ent R. Emmet O’Malley, constitut- 
ed a fraud on the Court. 

An official statement on the de- 
partment’s plans cannot be obtained 
until Lucas returns from a brief 
vacation at Tucson, Ariz, 

The compromise, approved in 
February, 1936, by Judges Kim- 
brough Stone, Merrill E. Otis and 
Albert L. Reeves, sitting as a three- 
Judges court, did not amount to 
final judgment in the litigation. 
Final judgment has not been en- 
tered and distribution of the im- 
pounded funds by a custodian is 
still in progress. 

Court Accepted Stipulations. 

Approval of the compromise by 
the Court was effected through 
acceptance of stipulations entered 
into by O'Malley and the 137 stock 
fire insurance companies. The 
Court had in the record before it 
only the representations made by 
the companies, joined in by O’Mal- 
ley as the presumed representative 
of the interests of the policyholders. 

One of the legal questions being 
considered by the Insurance De- 
partment is whether the 162-3 per 
cent rate increase was collected 
legally, Joseph B. Thompson, In- 
surance Superintendent before 
O'Malley, had suspended it. The 
companies, in 137 separate injunc- 
tion suits, which, in effect, were 
consolidated in Federal Court at 
Kansas City, sought to restrain 
Thompson from interfering with 
collection of the increased charge. 
Temporary injunctions were issued. 
Which were in effect until the com- 
Promise was accepted. 

There never has been final ju- 
dicial determination of the com- 
Panies’ legal right to collect the 
increase. 

Another question arising is 
whether the Court could compel the 
companies to make restitution in 
full to policyholders of the refunds 
they received under the stipulation, 

Larger Questions Involved. 

The larger aspects of what the 
consequences of the Pendergast- 
O'Malley indictments may be are 
easily discerned by those who are 
familiar with the long history of the 
insurance rate litigation, out of 
which this dramatic episode has 
stown. One question is the pos- 
sible effect if fraud is proved in 
the stipulation that gave back to 
the 137 companies the lion’s share 
of approximately $10,000,000 of im- 
Pounded premiums, at the expense 
of the policyholders. 

The allegations against O'Malley 
simply mean that, if they are true, 
O'Malley, a public official, was 
bribed; that the $62,500 out of the 
Charles R. Street “mystery fund” 
that is alleged to have been paid 
to him was, if in fact he received 
it, the price of his assent to the 
compromise stipulation. And if it 
should be proved that O’Malley was 
corrupted, it necessarily follows 
that the money which corrupted 
him was that which the insurance 
companies, the other party to the 
stipulations, contributed to the 
‘Street fund of some $460,000. 

If the allegations of the indict- 
ment are true—and the keenest 
agents of the Intelligence Unit ef 
the Treasury Department helped to 
Produce the evidence on which they 
were voted—the compromise stipu-

KANSAS CITY, Mo. April 8— 
R. Emmett O’Malley, former State 
Insurance Commissioner, surren- 


dered at the United States Mar- 
shal’s office this morning on the 
indictment returned yesterday by 
the Federal Grand Jury charging 
he received $62,500 out of the $460,- 
000 pay off for the insurance rate 
compromise and evaded income tax 
on that amount in the two years 
1935 and 1936. He was accompanied 
by his attorney, Jerome Walsh. 
O'Malley, who had been in Wash- 
ington, returned to Kansas City 
last night by airplane. 

He gave bond for $10,000 before 
United States Commissioner 
Charles H. Thompson for his ap- 
pearance April 24, for arraignment. 
Signing the bond as security was 
the Central Surety and Insurance 
Corporation, the same bonding com- 
pany that supplied bond yesterday 
for Boss Thomas J. Pendergast 
when he surrendered on an indict- 
ment. 

O’Malley told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent that he had no state- 
ment to make. 

“You realize the circumstances,” 
he said, “I have been away and

City Water Department Chief. 

Appointed head of the State In- 
surance Department by Gov. Guy 
B. Park in 1933 at the behest of 
Pendergast, O’Malley was made 
Water Commissioner of Kansas 
City at the bidding of the boss 
when Gov. Lloyd C. Stark fired him 
from the State position Oct. 19, 1937. 
He still has charge of the Water 
Department. 

O'Malley, 65 years old, about the 
same age as Pendergast, made his 
way up in Kansas City through the 
school of hard knocks, the same as 
his mentor. He came here from 
nearby Leavenworth, Kan. when 
he was 16. 

He has always been a loyal Pen- 
dergast partisan. He served as a 
City Council member from 1908 un- 
til 1912 and as a member of the 
Election Board under Gov. Fred- 
erick D. Gardner. Often O’Malley 
was the storm center of controver- 
sies, but Pendergast always stuck 
by him. 

O’Malley had gone to Washing- 
ton recently. It was reported that 
he made the trip in a last-minute 
effort to arrange some compro- 
mise of the tax case.

over Missouri today, sounding loud- 
est in political quarters getting set 
for the battle of 1940. 

It is not only the politicians, how- 
ever, who are eyeing with concern 
the Federal grand jury’s action, 
for the implications of what hap- 
pened in Kansas City yesterday are 
dawning on business men and aver- 
age citizens. It is most significant 
that what was done quietly and 
speedily in the report of the grand 
jury to Judge Otis is exactly what 
many persons for years had said 
could not be done. 

The collapse of the Boss’ power 
to command political protection 
against all hazards shocked and 
amazed his followers. In the small 
group of the one-time feithful who 
gathered in the United States Com- 
missioner’s office to see him sign 
his bond were some who gravely 
shook their heads and said, “It’s 
too bad,” adding they “never 
thought Tom would get caught in 
anything like that.”

BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, April 8 
(AP),—Italy promised that Yugo- 
slav interests would be respected 
in effecting the occupation of Al- 
bania, it was stated officially last 
night, but the Government, never- 
theless, closed its border with Al- 
bania. 

Increasing excitement was ap- 
parent here, although the Govern 
ment continued to issue reassuring 
statements. 

Official quarters said Yugoslavia 
was informed of the Italian inten- 
tions and that relations between 
the two countries were being “con- 
tinued within the framework of 
the treaty of friendship.” (An 
Italian-Yugoslav five-year non-ag- 
gression pact was signed March 23, 
1937.) 

Permission, however, was refused 
for special Yugoslav trains to de- 
part for Tirana and from the bor- 
der came reports that highway 
traffic across the frontier had sus- 
pended. 

Regent Prince Paul consulted his 
ministers, and officials canceled 
Easter holiday plans. 

Private comment was less confi- 
dent than that by officials. The 
popular impression was that Italian 
action had a direct bearing on 
Yugoslav security. 

Yugoslavs felt themselves cut 
off from the sea by Italian con- 
trol of the narrows connecting the 
Adriatic and the Mediterranean, 
which would be a result of occupa- 
tion of Albania. 

The fear also was expressed that 
the position of Greece might be- 
come precarious and that, conse- 
quently, Yugoslavia’s connection 
with the Aegean Sea _ through 
friendly territory might be cut.

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NO GROUNDS FOR DRUG LAW DELAY, 

The antiquated Pure Food and Drug Act of 1906, 
whose numerous loopholes had long caused the pub- 
lic to suffer fraud and injury from an unscrupulous 
minority of firms, was modernized by the Federal 
measure enacted last June 25. Only a few of its pro- 
visions became effective at once; it was provided that 
most of them should not become law until June 25, 
1939. Despite this liberal allowance of time, a num- 
ber of food, drug and cosmetic firms now are apply- 
ing pressure for further delay, with a plea that Con- 
gress extend the date to Jan. 1, 1940. 

A few of these concerns have valid reasons for 
such a request, since some of the regulations were 
not issued until a few months ago, and a number are 
still in their formative stages. However, the great 
majority of firms have had ample time to make the 
required changes in labels and in ingredients of 
their products. Secretary Wallace points out that 
in some instances the plea for postponement comes 
from “those who opposed enactment of the law and 
The 
Secretary expresses gratification over the prompt- 
ness with which most manufacturers have complied 
with the requirements. 

It would be a mistake, in our opinion, for Con- 
gress to heed the lobby’s plea and postpone the effect- 
ive date of this move to safeguard the consumer. 
Mr. Wallace has announced that his department 
does not expect the impossible, that it will give 
sympathetic consideration to firms that encounter 
actual difficulties in meeting the regulations. Such 
an understanding should be sufficient protection for 
these firms. Certainly there should be no delay in 
making effective those measures that are necessary 
to protect the public health.

Bicycles and Traffic Safety

Providing for safety of cyclists is among most difficult of all traf- 
fic problems, police Lieutenant writes; urges permitting their use of 
sidewalks in designated areas; more hazard to young bicycle rider 
on the street than to pedestrian when wheels are allowed on walks.

today face no problem more perplexing 
or more controversial than the matter of 
street traffic control. Everyone has his own 
ideas and ‘is seldom reluctant to express 
them. 
It is the opinion of this writer that, of all 
the ramifications of traffic control 


T va governing bodies of municipalities 


should be permitted to ride on sidewalks, or 
whether exceptions should be made. 

A bicycle on the street is resented by mo- 
torists. A bicycle on the sidewalk is resent- 
ed by pedestrians. The cyclist’s plight is 
not unlike that of the man without a coun- 
try. All this in spite of the fact that, as far 
as priority rights to the streets are con- 
cerned, the cyclist is second only to the old 
gray mare and the spring buggy. 

The bicycle is the only mode of self-trans- 
portation provided boys and girls who have 
not yet reached driving age. For transpor- 
tation, they have the options of walk, pay, 
hitch-hike or ride a bicycle. 

A large majority of bicycle riders (in some 
cities it exceeds 80 per cent) are children 
under the age of 16. ‘WZost of these are care- 
free, irresponsible youngsters lacking in ma- 
ture judgment. 


Most city ordinances and state statutes do 
not provide law enforcement officers with 
enforcement weapons: with which to require 
this majority of bicycle riders to conform 
to traffic laws. Police and municipal Judges 
hesitate to impose fines on youngsters. The 
Juvenile Court is not the answer, It is a 
branch of the Criminal Court and has 
neither the machinery nor the disposition to 
handle a large volume of traffic cases. There 
is nothing left but persuasive arguments and 
the parents. Sometimes the latter are none 
too co-operative. 

A bicycle control ordinance, intended to 
protect bicycle riders from vehicular traf- 
fic and to protect pedestrian traffic from 
bicycle riders, seems to be the answer. In 
spite of the general fog of indecision which 
shrouds this problem, there are two items 
on which all members of the National Safe- 
ty Council’s committee on bicycle problems 
(of which the writer is chairman) are in 
general agreement, viz: 

1. The hazard to the bicyclist is greater 
when he is required to ride in the street 
than is the hazard to the pedestrian when the 
bicyclist is permitted to ride on sidewalks. 

2. There cannot be one ironclad rule, with 
reference to riding of bicycles on sidewalks, 
applicable to all cyclists in all localities. 

A rule applicable to the 20-year-old com- 
mercial messenger would not be suitable 
for the 12-year-old junior high school stu- 
dent who rides a bicycle to and from school. 
A rule suitable for a busy downtown inter- 
section, such as St. Louis’ Twelfth street and 
Washington avenue, or Chicago’s State and 
Madison, would not apply to an intersec- 
tion in an exclusive residential district, 

The matter should be left to one man. The 
best qualified to make such a decision is the 
Chief of Police.

Every municipality is obligated to provide 
safe places for bicycles to be ridden.

This column agrees with Mr. 
Stimson that the world is in the 
most serious crisis in at least 400 
years. It is not at all certain that 
it is not the most serious crisis 
since the collapse of the Roman 
Empire. For we are dealing with 
a combination of military aggres- 
sion plus revolution. And the rev- 
‘olution is one that cuts itself off 
from the totality of Western 
thought, from the law, from. the 
ethical beliefs and even from such 
conceptions of the state as have 
not been challenged since the fourth 
century—not even by Napoleon— 
and which works with political and 
propaganda methods which are 
unique to the modern world. 

In a time like this, one is forced 
to live from day to day. Therefore, 
it is suicidal to tie one’s hands by 
legislation designed to deal with 
situations which cannot be fore 
seen.

But while we live from day to 
day, the one rock on which our 
security stands is the maintenance 
of freedom of action.

This does not mean that we will 
not or should not collaborate on oc- 
casion and in crises with those 
whose interests are synonymous at 
the moment with ours. It is too 
bad that so few people have ever 
read Washington's Farewell Ad- 
dress. 

He never recommended that we 
should always and on all occa- 
sions avoid temporary alliances. He 
recommended that we should make 
no alliances that we cannot change 
at our own will, and in accord- 
ance with our own interests. In 
other words, he recommended free- 
dom of action.

PROGRAM AGAINST 
INTERSTATE TRADE 
BARRIERS ADOPTED 


Representatives of 44 Com- 
monwealthis, in Confer- 
ence, Urge Repeal of Re- 
taliatory Laws.

CHICAGO, April 8 (AP).—Repre- 
sentatives of 44 states and four 
territories approved yesterday a 
broad program for the restoration 
of free trade among the states, 

They requested the Council of 
State Governments, sponsor of the 
three-day conference on the remov- 
al of state trade barriers, to take 


these steps: 

1, Discourage the adoption of 
any retaliatory legislation by states 
“which feel themselves aggrieved 
by the legislation of their neigh- 
bors.” 

2. Encourage the repeal of trade 
barrier legislation already adopted. 

3. Foster the enactment of uni- 
form laws and the adoption of re- 
ciprocal agreements designed to re- 
duce trade barriers between the 
states. 

4. Co-operate with various com- 
missions on interstate co-operation 
in calling regional hearings to car- 
ry out the recommendations of the 
conference. 

Mediation Conferences. 

Any state which regarded itself 
as adversely affected by legislation 
of another state was invited to ar- 
range a conference on the dispute 
through the council. 

The conferees advocated a return 
to the “traditional policy of free 
trade among the states in order 
that the producers and consumers 
of the nation may buy or sell with- 
out legal discrimination either as 
to the place of origin of goods, the 
method of transportation or'‘the ef- 
ficiency of the producer.” 

They also urged Congress to con- 
tinue an effort to reach an “equit- 
able freight rate basis for the en- 
tire United States.” Gov. Carl E. 
Bailey of Arkansas had suggested 
that they approve equalization of 
Northern and Southern freight 
rates. Nine Southeastern _ states 
have joined in a move to remove 
differentials which, they contend 
favor Northern shippers. 

Gov. Robert L. Cochran, of Ne- 
braska, president of the council, 
said, “this conference has definite- 
ly broken the steady upward curve 
of trade barrier legislation. The 
publicity given our meeting has 
created wide discussion and for the 
first time made the American peo- 
ple conscious of the threat to their 
general economy.” 

Report of Tax Committee. 

The conference adopted unanim- 
ously the report of a special com- 
mittee on taxation which declared 
“the taxing power of states should 
not be utilized to effect discrimina- 
tions or to erect barriers against 
interstate commerce.” 

Presented by Simeon E. Leland, 
chairman of the Illinois Tax Com- 
mission, the report recommended 
that if states decided to handicap 
the trade of their neighbors that 
it be done “directly and not mas- 
querading under the taxation pow- 
er.” Such forthrightness, the con- 
ference agreed, would bring the 
problem out into the open. 

Regarding the taxing of inter- 
state motor carriers, the committee 
recommended a parity should be 
establish between domestic and 
non-resident users of highways no 
matter whether gasoline tax, li- 
cense, ton-mile or combination of 
such taxes is utilized. 

A report of the Liquor Control 
Committee, which contained an 
appeal for removal of interstate 
trade barriers, did not come before 
the conference. Declaring that 
liquor never had been controlled 
and never would be, State Senator 
Miles M. Callaghan of Michigan, 
suggested the report be considered 
read and filed. His suggestion was 
approved.

in three opinions handed down by 
the State Appellate Court yester- 
day. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor unions involved said they 
would appeal to the State Supreme 


Court. 

The court held indirectly that a 
closed shop contract infringed on 
the individual employe’s right toe 
have full freedom of self-organiza- 
tion and designation of his own 
bargaining representatives. 

Justice John T. Nourse, who 
wrote the unanimous opinions for 
the three-judge court, based his 
decision largely on a section of tne 
labor code which union attorneys 
contended was written solely to 
outlaw the “yellow dog” contract 
under which an employer forces 
an employe to remain a member 
of a company union, 

“It is manifest,” Judge Nourse 
wrote, “the statute went far be- 
yond that when it denounced «a 
contract requiring employes to join 
some specific labor organization. . . 

“It may be doubted whether it 
would not have been subject to 
the constitutional objection of dis- 
crimination if it had been made to 
apply to one type of labor organi- 
zation.” 

All three cases involved picket- 
ing to enforce closed shop  de- 
mands. The court commented 
peaceful picketing for illegal pur- 
poses was not lawful. 

The portion of the law involved 
was adopted by the State Legisla- 
jture in 1933 and incorporated in the 
,1937 labor code. It says: 

“Every promise made after 
|August 21, 1933, between any em- 
iploye or prospective employe and

Grandfather, like all of us, is a 
creature of habits good and bad 
and while quick to perceive and 
criticise shortcomings in others, he 
looks upon his own derelictions 
with placid unconcern. 

For example, during the past few 
years, he has developed a curious 
idiosyncrasy. Grandfather simply 
will not turn a faucet completely 
off. Whether he is fundamentally 
opposed to the principal involved 
in this operation or merely non- 
chalant remains a psychological 
mystery. He does not and will not 
go in for hydraulic engineering. 

Consequently, grandmother, in a 
quiet, patient way, dedicates herself 
to the humble task of following in 
grandfather's wake and attending 
to faucets. 

She tried evangelism for a while 
—preached little sermons to grand- 
father on the matter of faucets. 

These preachments were models 
of calm logic.

[If 
anyone discovers a dripping faucet, 
turn it off. If it won't turn off, 
call a plumber. But do not bother 
grandfather about such matters. He 
said he had been listening to non- 
sense for 50 years and was getting 
sick and tired of it.

God as a Sort of Santa 
Claus.

carriage for my doll. Amen. 

- « « Do you think I'll get my car- 
riage tomorrow, mother?” 

“Well, maybe. If you are a good 
girl. God loves good children and 
likes to send them the things they 
want.” 

I am certain that the mother 
of this little girl, like the count- 
less mothers of countless little 
children, wanted.to teach faith in 
God, love of God, fellowship with 
Him throughout life on this earth. 
I am not certain that this kind 
of teaching, this attitude toward 
God as a Santa Claus, will do any- 
thing of the kind. 


Teaching a child faith in the love 
and goodness of God is something 
that gives the boldest pause. We 
do not know very much about God. 
We have no words to express the 
feeling that we have toward Him, 
Our conception of Him varies ac- 
cording to our experiences and 
training. We stumble along blind- 
ly, reaching toward Him, never 
quite touching Him, never quite 
realizing Him. 


The best that most of us can do 
is to murmur, Our Father, and 
leave the understanding, the rea- 
soning, the explaining out of the 
matter. We cannot reason about 
God. We believe in Him, or we 
don’t. We cannot reason out our 
faith. We have it, or we don’t. We 
cannot explain our trust. We rest 
in it or we languish in our lack 
of it. And this we try to get to 
the minds and hearts of little chil- 
dren. 


I believe that every child should 
be taught to reverence God and His 
work. And I would teach children 
that all other children, of whatever 
color, of whatever land, of whatever 
religion, were the work of His 
hands, the children of His care, 


equally with them. Children, in 
their true spirit of brotherhood, 
readily accept this, 


I believe, too, that children 
ought to learn to pray, but not for 
gifts of toys, not for material 
things. In days to come, when life 
has taught that there is a world 
within this world where the things 
of the body are of little moment 
and the things of the spirit are 
real, when they have suffered by 
achievement, by success, by failure 
and ignorance, sufficiently to learn 
that he who is least is the greatest, 
they will understand that they 
pray, not for material things, but 
for the things of that place where 


there is neither sorrow nor tears, 
neither giving nor taking, for God- 
goodness, is All there is, and all 
they need or want.
